NOTES OF THE WEEK. — 


— 


The article by Mr. Hall Caine on “ Russian Jewry,” the first part of 
which appears in the Pall Mall Magazine for September, is im many ways a 
noteworthy production. It is marked by fulness of knowledge and accuracy 
in detail, and by the characteristic style—a style at once chaste and glowing 
—of the author of The Bondman” and * The Scapegoat.” The illustrations 
by Miss Ellen Gertrude Cohen are admirable, presenting striking types of 
Jewish scenes and character. It is not often that a desire to, be entirely 
impartial on the vexed, or perhaps we should rather say, the tortured Russo- 
Jewish qnestion finds expression in a satisfactory form. The fate of the 
man who sees merits and faults in both parties to a dispute generally 
is to earn little thanks from either. Mr, Caine deserves to meet with 
better treatment from the Jewish side at least. We should be the last.to 
deny the force of his contention that ‘the truth is the whole truth, and the 
whole truth is the mightiest ally of the wronged and the down-trodden.” His 
strictures on the faults of the Russian and Polish Jews are always free from the 


faintest. tinge of malice, while they reflect a high-minded desire to be of real 


use to a people whose destiny and misfortunes fill him with genuine reverence. 
A. wondrously acute observer of all that passes Ddefore his eyes, he has also 
the faculty of looking beneath the surface. It is not surprising therefore 
that there is a great deal even in the gloomiest phases of ‘ Russian Jewry ” 
that seems to say to him, ‘black am I, yet comely.” 


— 


Mr. Caine’s estimate of the influence, among other things, of the dis- 
tinctive Jewish garb is perfectly just. It “serves the Russian as a visible 
sign that the Jew is a voluntary alien who keeps and guards his peculiarities 
as no one else does except the gipsy.” The absurdity of this adhesion to a 
so-called Jewish style of dress becomes evident when it is borne in mind that 
“it was originally the Polish peasant costume,” nor is it rendered more 
congruous at the end of the nineteenth century if it be the case, as others 
hold, that it was the dress of the ancient Polish nobility. A nation of 
masqueraders is not an edifying sight, whatever the period or the class from 
Which their wardrobe is drawn. But where, as in Russia and Poland, the 
self-imposed badge challenges and invites ill-treatment and contempt, with- 
out the remotest justification in religion or common sense, there the Rabbis, 
onthe assumption that they represent both these causes, incur a grave 
responsibility in not condemning and fearlessly doing their utmost to re nedy 
this violation of the unwritten laws of every country. Even the author's

amid the dull monotony of things in the Pale must not, and he would 
not wish that it should, stand in the way of a wholesome assimilation of the 
dress and manners of Jews to those of non-Jews, These remarks apply 
with even greater weight to the * Peoth” or “ candle-curls ” of the male and 
the **Scheitel” or wig of the married woman in Poland and elsewhere. 


Our Western clergy, the most orthodox of whom do. not hesitate to imitate 


the Gentile even in the matter of ecclesiastical millinery (sometimes, perhaps, 
a little too precipitately and slavishly) might do worse than address a 
friendly remonstrance to their Russo-Polish confréres on a subject fraught 
with consequences of unmistakeable seriousness. Why should the clerical 
‘Gutachten” be only an article of import and not also of export ? 


— 


We fear, however, that when all the minor and contributing causes, to 
which Mr, Hall Caine refers in an unprejudiced spirit, have been searched 
out and cleared away, we shall reach the solid rock upon which the super- 
structure of anti-Semitism is reared—race hatred—against which arguments 
dash in vain. Love and hatred are alike illogical in some natures. They 
hate and love first, and they look for reasons and either find or make them 
afterwards. Russian detestation and persecution of the Jew are of this 
sort. But, if there is one thing in these relations between ruling and subject 
races stranger than the implacable animosity of the stronger, it is the 
unconquerable love of the weaker race. The writer has not failed to notice 
what all who are well acquainted with Russo-Jewish refugees have constantly 
experienced that these victims do not only not hate Russia and the Russians 
but positively love them, Contrast with this the hatred of England on the 
part of the Irish beyond seas, whose worst disabilities compared with those 
which Russian Jews have had to endure are but as the pricking of a pin to the 
rack and the torture, and surprise may well grow to amazement. Rarely has 
the Russian refugee a curse for the hand that smote him. He seems to take 
persecution as he does the north wind, something to be borne as in the 
course of nature, though occasionally he will try—and who shall blame him 
—to get at the back of it, | 


The Rey, Samuel A. Barnett, of St. Jude's, Whitechapel, whose valuable 
impressions of the Jewish poor in the Kast ind were given to our readers 
last week, has been translated by the Lord Chancellor to the Canonry of 


Bristol, vacant by the death of Canon Nugent Wade. The intelligence of 


this well-earned preferment will be received by Mr. Barnett’s friends, who 


number proportionately as many Jews as Christians, with mingled feelings of 
regret and satisfaction. We regret to think that we shall have to accustom 
ourselves to the loss of a face that has grown familiar to the denizens of 
Whitechapel by twenty-one years of unremitting labour among its poor, And 
we shall miss even more keenly the services he gave so ungrudgingly to. all 
who needed them without distinction of creed, and the inspiration those 
services communicated to the sympathetie band of workers he had gathered 
round nim. But our sense of gratification will predominate over any other. 
It would be a bad day for the Church of Icengland, and therefore for the vast 
philanthropic work with which it is identified, when it ceased to set the stamp 


of its approval upon such self-denying labours as Mr. Barnett’s by offering: 


to its most able workers the reward of ultimate preferment. It is not merely 
that zealous devotion to the noblest objects is apt occasionally .to languish 


without some prospect of material preferment, but in the highest interests of 


the poorer parts ot London it is essential thit men who have laboured there 
a reasonable length of time should migrate and make room for younger 
workers. Many of these latter must be anxious to spend the prime of their 
manhood in the interests of the masses, but can searcely do 
all they would like to do while they feel overshadowed, so to speak, by some 
towering presence like that of the Rev. Mr. Barnett. The Canon-Elect of 
sristol has set the standard of ministerial activity in Whitechapel so high 
that his successor will doubtless strive to maintain the ideals of St. Judes’s 
At the same time, we are glad to learn that Mr. 
Barnett’s connection with his old sphere of labour is not to be completely 
sundered. He will continue to act as the Warden of Toynbee Hall. This is 
a consideration of the utmost consequence, It 1s always an advantage fora 
clergyman to establish some local work outside his immediate duties in which 
he can continue to interest himself after his removal to another congregation, 
Inthe same way, the Rev. S. Singer by his connection with the Borough 
Jewish Schools has been able to keep in useful touch with the congregation In 
South London, of which he was formerly minister. 
A writer in the Evening Standard makes some observations on our 


leading article of last week on the Shechita Question in Switzerland, in the 


course of which he denies our statement that ‘the whole movement for the 
protection of animals was practically founded by a Jew, the late Lewis 
Gompertz.” The writer apparently has given little study to the subject, 
otherwise he would not have committed himself to the allegation that “The 
late Mr. Gompertz was an excellent. man, no doubt, and he 
took his share in a blessed revolution which John Martin had started fairly, 
aided by many another kindly Briton, besore he was born or thought of.” 
Now what are the facts? In his *‘ Retrospect of a Long Life” Mr. 8S. C. 
Hall has the following interesting account of the inception of the movement 
—as an organised movement—for the Protection of Animals :— 

The first meeting to petition Parliament was held at Slaughter’s Coffee 
House. St. Martin’s Lane, on the 24th June, 1824, Colvnel Martin was present, and 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals then and there originated. 
The Society, as our readers know, flourishes now and does all the good that 


could have been hoped for, and prayed for, by its few resolute and brave origin- 
ators—foremost of whom was a Jew, Lewis Gompertz, 


The story of Lewis Gompertz’s work in the cause ol animals has already 
beeri narrated at length by Mr. Lucien Wolf in these columns and in 
the ** Dictionary of National Biography.” The leading facts may, however, 
be recalled at the present moment. Gompertz was really the brain and 
organiser of the movement which Martin served so well in Parlament, He 
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was the first manager and Honorary Secretary of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of (‘ruelty to Animals, and when that body went to pieces in 1832, he 
founded the Animats’ Iriend Society in its piace, The older 
was afterwards resuscitated, and when-in 1816. Mr, Gompertz 
retired from publie work it became the heir of the benevolent 
interest he had excited and organised. Gompertz’s exertions were not 
eontined to lsngland, Hie sent manifestoes to foreign countries and a 
memorial he addressed to the Pope induced the Holy Father to issue a 
pastoral on the subject of eruelty to animals which resulted in the formation 
of several foreign societies. Lewis Gompertz was assisted in his propaganda 
by many of his coreligionists, notably his relative Sir Moses Montefiore. ke 
is a curious coincidence that in America a leading agent in the organisation 
of the movement for the Protection of Animals was. also a Jew, the late 
Mr. Henry Bergh of New York. These facts will doubtless suffice to 
convince the Erening Standard that we were not indulging in any reckless 
chauvinism when we made the statement to which it takes exception, 
| 

It is peculiarly within the fitness of things that a Jew should have been 
identified with founding the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to animals, 
Judaism, unlike any other religious system, has given a prominent place to 
the humane treatment of animals. The Bible teems with passages insist- 
ing on this duty, and the Rabbins were emphatic in enforcing it. In the 
Talmud we find a whole code of laws suggested by biblical precepts on. this 
subject, and the prescriptions relating to the slaughtering of animals intended 
for human food are forinulated in ayvreat measure for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the animal from undergoing any unnecessary pain, In these times, when 
civilisation. and edueation have done so much to make men opposed to needless 
suffering, the enactments of the Bible and the Talmud do not seem so remark- 
able, but af we remember that they were promulgated in remote ages, when 
not only the life of animals, bat even of human beings, was considered of 


small moment, the far-sighted character of these COoTmpasstonate teachings

stands ontin bold relief, and we cannot help a feeling ot pride in being. fol- 
lowers of a religion that first taueht the world to consider, and to do all in 
Its power, to prevent the sufferings of the brute creation. The Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is a splendid institution and speaks 
well for the liumanity of its founders, but had the laws of the Bible relating 
to the treatment of animals been always faithfally adhered to even such a 
Society would haye been needless.

Dear Mr, Durarc, 

I deem it my daty to bring to your knowledge the fact that 
cholera has been raging at Smyrna for the past month, and that unfortunately it 
is making great ravages in the Jewish quarters. I was able to ksep the children 
at school till to-day, but owing to the absence of the teaching staif I have been 
obliged to close the institution. ‘The terror 1s so great that the majority of 
families in well-to-do circumstances lave fled into the towns of the interior: 
only the poor have remained, and tiicse are inastaie ofindescribable misery, All 
trade has been stopped, so that the labouring classes are left without any means 
of existence. 

To add to our misfortunes, we have to sitisfy the wants of about 1 0 
Russian refugees, who have settled in our mid3t. Briefly, the situation is most 
lamentable. [am engaged, in concert with the authorities, on bygienic measures 
which are necessary tor our quarters, where there is a great agglomeration of 
Jews, These,as you know.exceed 2),0J0, of Whum three-fourths, under present 
circumstances, must be considered indigent. ‘The heart bleeds at’ the 
spectacle of such a calamity, The entire administration of our community is 
disorganised in consequence of the deprrture of the majority of its members, 
Formy part, [ have decided to remain at my post and share the fate of our 


poor. After to-morrow Ishall open a food kitchen, where the poor will receive 


a midday meal, In copjunction with his Excellency Bankowski Pasha, Sanitary 
Delegate of the Sultan, L am occupying myself with the evacuation of the con- 
gested districts, and in installing all these families in tents, But this will not 
suffice. During the tine the epidemic lasts, we shall have to distribute food and a 
little money among the poor. We estimate the daily costat between L1U) and L150).

It is to be seen in the dreadful misery of so many Russian Jews 
who have taken these Chovevi Zion folks at their word and have returned to 


tbe land of their fathers to starve to death there. 


Let us not delude ourselves. Every Jew who thinks of /is return to Palestine 
cannot be sincerely and whole-heartedly loyal to the country in which he dwells. 
‘The Diaspora was as much a blessing to Israel as it was to the Nations among 
whom we are the living witnesses to the Unity. 

Mr, Prag says that “ the world will not acquiesce in our divesting ourselves 
of our nationality as of a cloak.” Justso. Whilst we are indulging hints 
about Jewish Nationality the world properly recognises that our lauded 
local loyalty is but asham, And that is not the only sham that, to their shame,

NEIGHBOURLY CONSIDERATION, 
Sir,—On my return from abroad, [ found in your issue of the 25th August 4 
letter written by Mr. E. A, Franklin, under the above-named heading. ee 
Mr, Franklin makes an attack upon “non-conforming Jews of qood s0¢/4 
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positian” (these are his own peculiar words), “ who pirade their desecration of the 
Sabbath in the face of their brethren,” whom, Sir, they ‘‘ greet from acarriage on 
the Sabbath day,” or whom they “ accost personally (sc) with a lighted cigar in 
hand,” and these singular remarks concern me very much. 

My sonsare included in the mu!titude of Mr. Franklin's Sabbath-breakers, 
for though they declare that Mr. Franklin is on the wrong side of the entire 
question, they are far from reckless in matters of principle and of love to their 
religion ; unlike most of their contemporaries, they studied sedulously our Scrip- 
tures in the original, and they mastered in Germany that literature of the 
Rabbins with which Mr. Franklin is probably unacquainted. 

As Ihave often argued with them the question of conformity and non- 
conformity, they hive Legged me to state in your columrs their opinion upon 
this highly mteresting subject ; and they suppose when Mr, Fianklin refers to 
persons of “ good social position,” he probably wishes to allude to enlightened and 
educated individuals, without mixing op religion with the proud pleasure of 
those who have a good balance at their bankers. 

My sons challenge Mr. Franklin to contradict the following points :— 

The law laid down by Moses during the building of the Tabernacle that 
no fire should be kindled in any of the habitations of Israel has nothing in the 
world to do with smoking a cigar on Sabbath, yet the supposed prohibitien of 
smoking a cigar solely rests on the ancient unlawfulness of lighting a fire in 
the Jewish dwellings. Has Mr, Franklin ever forbidden the kindling of fire 
in his own house? Has he ever heard that a Jew is not allowed to let his 
servant do on Sabbath any work which the Jewish master himself is forbidden 
to do? Does hereally think that the wisdom of the Almighty is opposed to the 
harmless pleasure which the smoker wishes to enjoy on the day of rest when he 
pulls his ¢'gar ?) Why then should the narrow wisdom of main oppose itself to 
the wisdom of God? Do such irrelevant ru es really infringe upon the binding 
force of the divine laws or upon the sanctity of the Sabbath day ? ‘The ancient 


priests of Israel did not think so, for on Sabbath, as on week-days, they fed the |

Such pretended prohibi- 
tions stand outside,and far beyond the boundary of those beautiful precepts 
which in olden days commanded the householder and the slaveholder to forbear 
on the Sabbath day from doing any manner of work or from compelling his 
human dependants and his dum animals to enjoy rest onthe Sabbath day.

OTHER FIELDS FOR EMIGRATION. 

Sin,—The WVorving of the 17th August contains’a letter of appeal 
on behalf of the Russian Jews, which deserves the attention of the Jews in 
general, and of the Russo-Jewish Committee in particular. 

The letter in question, which bears the signature of Mr. T. Bevan, the 
Treasurer, and Mrs. Ek. A, linn, the Secretary of the Society for the Rehet of 
persecuted Jews, points out the sufferings of the Russo-Jewish refugees who 
are now crowding to Jaffa by the weekly steamer. These unhappy wretches, 


bulfeted and kicked froin pillar to post, seek at last a corner in whic? to lay 


down their bones in the sicred land of their forefathers. That seems the only 
nook where they are allowed to starve quietly and die in peace. Doubtle:s the 
Russo-Jewish Committee know all this, they do what they can and do not want 
to be reminded of apparently incurable evils. Of course, what cin’t be cured 
must be endured; but this opens up again the whole Russian question, What 
is to become cf this four or five million Jews struggling to endure life under the 
benignant sway of the ally of the French Republic? ‘To expect a softening of 
the heart of the Russian Pharaoh, seems as widely hopeless as to look for mercy 
from a Torquemada! Are the unfortunate Jews to be tortured to death? Or 
to try to save themselves by wholesale expatriation ? And how are they to fced 
their wives and children ? | 

Hitherto the only official p'an his been to ship shoals of emigrants 
across the ocean, either to to the United States, where they are neither wanted 
nor welcomed; or to the Argentine States. where the success of the Jews seems 
piurtial and doubtful. It is surprising that other and nearer localities have not 
been fully appreciated by the minagers of the present plans of colonisation. 
‘T'uere are some spots in the Mediterranean belonging to # Constitutional State, 
where miny of the drawbacks found in the New World do not exist. 

These are the islands of Sicily, and still better of Sardinia, belonging to the 
kingdom of Italy, the Government of which, animated by its known enlighten- 
ment and libéralism, protects and befriends dhe Jews. ‘The climate exec2p‘ in 
some marshy spots in Sardinia is perfectly salubrious, the soil is rich and prc- 
ductive, and will amply repay. cultivation, 

Itis especially suited for raising grapes, olives and every description of 
fruit, The climate of Sicily is particularly favourable for every description of 
Wheat, and the island used to be called in the time of the Romans the 
granary of Europe. Moreover, it produces some very fine wines scarcely known 
in this country, In-addition, the island of Sardinia. comprises some very rich 
mining districts ojlering remuuerative employments to industrious Immigrants. 
The Government possess large tracts of waste lands in Sardinia, and they are 
very desirous of encouraging the products ot the island, notably viticulture, and 
the preparation of wine under proper instruction ought to be = success- 
fully accomplished. by members. of our race. Easy terms for tae 
payment of lands purchased could be obtained, and every protection for 
the Jewish race would be guaranteed, ‘The position of those islands is especially 
advantageous, Sardinia is one diy’s steam trom the Italian muinland, and five 
days feom Great Britain, and S.cily is only a few hours from Milta. The 
question should ba seriously stadied by those wo guid3 Jewish movement ; 
and profitable employment and a comp:tenc2 might be secured by thous sands of 
our coreligionists under far more satisfactory coaditions than those obtaining 
under existing arrangements,

Sir—On June 8th last a letter was issued by the Board of Management 
of the i: ist London Synagogue notifying the seatholders that certain modifica- 
tions sanctioned by the Chief Rabbi had been adopted by the members of the 
congregation, and would be introduced into the services on June I7th. The 
said modifications, which included a division of the service on Sabbaths and. 
lestivals, were duly carried out on the Sabbath mentioned, and remained in 
force until Sabbath last, when they were withdrawn and the service was con- 
ducted on the old lines, | 

Here is a copy of the circular issued on the 22ad inst., announcing the with- 
drawal of the modifications: “Iam directed to inform you that at a meeting of the 
Board of Management held this evening, the Modifications in the Ritual recently 
introduced into the Services were reconsidered, and it was resolved to withdraw 
them. On and after Sabbath next, the Service will commence on Sabbaths and 
Festivals at 8.45." It will be noticed that the Board do not condescend to 
enlighten the seatholders as to the reasons that prompted them to take this 


retrogade step, although it isan open secret that this change of front 
was due to the opposition of a few seatholders who absented  them- 


selves from the services asa protest against these Modifications, and threatened 
to resign their seats unless they were withdrawn, With all due respect 
to the Board I contend that they have exceeded their powers in allowing them- 
selves to be coerced by the threats of a small minority instead of continuing to 
carry out the wishes of the majority as they undertook to do at the last election. 
If the Order of Service is to be regulated by the members of the various con- 
gregations instead of being as heretofore under the absolute jurisdiction of the 
Chief Rabbi, then it is beyond question that it is the voice ot the majority that 
should rule and not that of the minority. Our minister, it is well known, was 
in favour of the shght moditicitions that were adopted, and they were generally 
regarded as a step in the right direction. .Moreover, 1 am told by more thau 
one member of the Board of Management that the Chief Rabbi, when he last 
visited cur Synagogue, expressed his approval of the alterations that were about 
to be introduced ‘and wished the Board every success in their efforts to improve 
the service. In face of these fact Iam ata loss to understand how the action 
of the Board, in setting aside the wishes of the majority of the seatholders, is 
to be, I will not say justified, but satisfactorily explained. |

your issue of Juve 1, just to hand, The credit is certunly to be attributed in 
pirt to the personal influence of our pastor, the Rev. ALB. Davis. woo has been 
with us for more than 3) years, but I think it ts also davin yreit part to the facet 
that the service has been made attractive to intelligent and devotional minds, 
instead of being wearisome as is too often the cis: In sume very orthodox 
synagogues I have visited. In the first place, we have no lony. tiresome repeti- 
tions by the minister of prayers (such as the Ameedah) alretdy sad by the 
congregation, Ona an ordinary Sibbath how many persons follow the Reader in 
his repetition, and how many while away the time in frivolous conversation 
with their netghbours? Then again, instead of the read 1n- 
ditferently (and probably inaudibly) by some layman in Hebrew, few persons 
paying attention and fewer still understanding what is being read, with us it 1s 
recited in Hoghsh by Mr. Davis (who isa powerful orator), everyone under- 
standing and appreciating the inspired eloquence of the prophet; also [ may 
mention that we have no offerings duving the reading of the Law. as 1t detracts 
from the solemnity of the Torab, besides causing a deil of whispering, «c. 
Another thing is that Mr. Davis never wearies his audience at the close of a two 
hours’ service with a: long sermon, fifteen minutes being his usual time, though 
he is an eloquent speaker, and many an evening [ have Iistened to him for an 
hour or more from the lecture platform. And lastly, we have a beutiful choir 
consisting of ladies and gentlemen with good trained voices, so that itis a 
pleasure to attend divine service, even if one is not of a devot oui! nature ; com- 
netent critics have stated public!y that our choir compires favourably with any 
shureh or cathedral choir in Svdney, and why should the daughters of Judah not 
devote to the service of the Most High those talents with which He has blessed 
them! Beautiful music is alwaysa powerful agent, in raising the spiritual and 
emotional nature of man. If other congregitions were tointroftue? the same 
modifisations that have been found so successful here, we 1d hear less of 
want of decorum in synagogues and empty be

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THE MANY SUFFER FOR THE FEW. 


Tue letter which we printed in a recent issue, calling attention to the want of 
consideration on the part of some people in reference to the feelings of the 
majority, touches upon a very real grievance. The grievance is one which 
very much less concerns our Christian fellow-countrymen than it does the 
Jewish community as a whole. If we take the entire population of England, 
we shall observe that comparatively few people come in contact with the 
offenders described in that letter, On the other hand, the larger number of - 
our own co-religionists both among the working classes and others are pre- 
eminently considerate of the popular feelings in regard to the observance of 
Sunday. But what happens is this. There are communities within com- 
munities, and within our own body there does exist what we may describe as 
a contingent of men and women by no means representative either of the 
working classes, or of any of the recognised interests of Judaism. The kind | 
of people of whom we speak are not wickedly disposed ; they have no evil 
intent, neither are they more vulgar than millions of the general population. 
They are certainly more sober and probably good-hearted, Their defects are 
negative, They are wanting in the virtue of public spirit. They fail to grasp the 
responsibility which falls upon every Jew and Jewess in regard to 


the Lonour and the good repute of their own community. Whilst such people 


might individually shudder if any facts were brought to their notice as to the 
actual persecution of the Jews in foreign countries, they are themselves 
unconsciously, we will hope, but persistently doing everything in their power 
to create and to excite prejudice against their race just in places where but 
for them it would not be aroused. The instances mentioned by our corres- 
pondent of loud music at open windows on Sunday, and eard-playing at a 
window on the day when such games are popularly eschewed in this country 


do not exhaust the indictment which their own coreligionists have against 


them. It is not merely at seaside towns, and on Sunday that such people 
are injuring the Jewish name. They are to be found in London, at the 
theatres, in Maida Vale and in Central squares, exhibiting themselves in 
tawdry dress, with loud ostentatious manner and speech, utterly regardless 
of the bad odour which they are bringing most unjustly and most 
wantonly on the Jewish name. It seems a hard thing to say, and yet the 
good name of the community requires us to say it—Jews and Jewesses of 
this type are, next to usurers, the only true enemies whom the Jews of 
England have to face. | 

Many years ago the late Mr, Lionen L. Coney (above the signature of 
“ Lambda ) contended in these columns that no Jew should give a party 
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well known members of the community notoriously abstain from entertaining 
on Sunday nights. Some change has come indeed over English Society of late 
years in regard to social gatherings on Sunday. In certain literary and 
artistic circles it has become customary to give dinner parties and afternoon 
“at homes” on that day. This is due, among other causes, to the number of 
foreigners who visit London literary circles, and to the fact that there are no 
public entertainments on Sunday. Among some non-Jewish sections 
hoat parties and picnics are not uncommon on Sunday. It is obvious 
that, Christian servants being employed in Jewish houses, more than 
ordinary care should be taken to prevent the possibility of the impression that 
their Sunday observance is in any way retarded by taking situations in Jewish 
families. It is well known that Jewish families are particularly considerate 
of their Christian servants in this respect, and in all well-conducted Jewish 
households the attachment and the long service of the domestic seryants are 
notorious. The consideration of the feelings of one’s next-door neighbours, 
who in nine cases out of ten are Christian people, is paramount, we do not 
hesitate to say, in every Jewish family which claims the title to respectability , 
It comes to this. That it is in the power of the few to do enormous harm to 
the many. Good conduet is not so conspicuous as bad conduct just because 
fromthe nature of the case it 13 quiet and unobtrusive, A rowdy person 1s 
therefore more notorious than a thousand orderly ones, 

Vulgarity is not the monopoly of any particular denomination or nation- 
ality. The vulgarity of the London cockney is proverbial. Moreover there 
are Hnglishmen, not described as cockneys, who on the Continent give a bad 
name to Iinglishmen as a whole. [Everyone who has travelled and visited 
foreign cathedrals will have observed the English tourists of this type 
disturbing a devout Catholic at prayer by walking and conversing noisily 
in the Church, and treating the sacred edifice as, though it were a museum. 


Ein spliener Englinder is a common expression in Germany applied to such 


persons. This type is vulgar, but not vicious, yet it is just the type which 
gives an utterly false impression of Englishmen abroad. The same may be 
said of a certain class of Americans. Jews as a body might feel acutely 
the wholesale manner in- which they are condemned owing to the yulgarity 
of the few. But the injury inflicted upon the Jewish race — by 
the obtrusive conduct of those who are vulgar is infinitely greater 
than anything which affects the English and Americans in conse- 
quence of the loudness of certain classes of their countrymen. People know 
less of the Jewish race than they do of the Anglo-Saxon, and they are much 
more apt to fasten on to the reputation of the entire Jewish community the 
inconsiderate and unrefined conduct of those individuals who are known as 
vulgar, Mr. properly attacks another symptom of vulgarity, 
namely that of non-observant Jews: parading their indifference in the face of 
those who they have reason to know are conscientiously observant. 
What is “bad form” is manifestly exhibited by those 
persons who go out of their way to defy what they know to be customary 
religious observance. Needlework in the open air on Saturday where there 
are Jewish neighbours, driving to the homes of Jewish friends and smoking 
in their presence, are commonplace outrages on good taste and indicate a 
thorough want of good breeding. We cannot help feeling that those who 
complain of such conduct have a just cause of offence, and we are equally 
certain that the more such complaints can be multiplied the greater the 


injury that is being brought upon the community.

JEWS IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


Dr. Kayserling, of Buda-Pesth, has published statistics, obtained from 
official reports, which altogether disprove the charge so often made against the 
Russian Jews that they are unwilling to serve in the Army. Dr. Kayserling’s 
hgures cover the period between 1875 and 1891, and they clearly demonstrate 
that far from there being any ground for the allegation the number of Jews in 
the army greatly exceeds their proportion to the general population of the 
Nmpire, The latest figures given are those for 1891, when 15,837 Jewish 
recruits were enrolled, being 6-7 per cent. of the total number of recruits. 
According to Hiibner’s Statistical Tables the Jews form but 3:9 per cent. of 
all the inhabitants of Russia. 
made upon Jews, but they suffer in other respects in comparison with their 
Christian comrades; they are even deprived of the ten days’ grace 
given to Christian soldiers between the period of being declared fit for 
service and being summoned to join the ranks. Dr. Kayserling estimates 
that there are about 126,000 Jews in the Russian army, all of whom 


are hopelessly disqualified from promotion beyond the rank of non-commis- 


sioned officers, The decrees issued by the Minister of War in recent years 
show how a grateful country rewards the long and arduous services of Jewish 
soldiers, 


THE HIRSOH COLONIES IN ARGENTINA. 


A few weeks ago we ‘announced that Baron de Hirsch had appointed M 
Hirsch, director of the Jewish Refuge at Plessis-Picquet, near Paris, adminie- 
trator of the Colonies in the Argentine. We are enabled to state that the Baron 
has since appointed, as co-administrator with M. Hirsch, M. David Cazes, Knight 
of the Legion of Honour, and Head Master of the great school of the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle at Tunis. This new appointment is remarkably happy, for 


during the fifteen years he has been in Tunis, M. Cazes has proved himself to ba 


an organizer and administrator of the first rank. He has effected many note- 
worthy improvements in the management of the affairs of the Jewish community 
in the capital of the Regency, and has greatly raised the status of the Jews, 
mainly by means of the education imparted under his auspices, and by the intro- 
duction among them of the higher branches of trade and industry. 
to M. Cazes’s lasting credit that almost immadiately after his arrival in Tunis he 
brought about the abolition of the bastinado—a humiliating and cruel mode of 
punishment before then too often inflicted on Jews by the officials of the Bey.

MURDERS IN RUSSIA AND GALICIA. 


In a little place called Kodrembie, Government of Petrokow, an entire

valuables were stolen. More mysterious is the murder of a Polish Jew, whose 
tody was found ina wood near Dembica in Galicia, In order to prevent the 
identification of his victim, the murderer poured petroleum on his face and then 
set it on fire. The face therefore presented a horrible appearance. As the man 
was poorly clad, the crime must have been anact of vengeance, rather than per- 
petrated for the purpose of robbery.

Although a great boon has been conferred upon the English-speaking public 
by the publication of a translation into English of Dr. Graetz’s “ History of the 
Jews” by Miss B. Lowy, it is surprising to find an absence of any reference 
therein to the Beni-Israelites, despite the revision by its revered and lamented 
author. | 

Lecturing on Jews is uncommon in India. Yet at the last monthly meeting 
of the Bombay Anthropological Society, Dr. Waters read a paper on the Jews, . 
eulogising them on their standard of morality, integrity and honesty. 

The lamented Dr. A. Asher’s book, “ Jewish rite of Circumcision” has been 
translated into the Marathi language by Mr. David Reuben Korlakar, and pub- 
lished by the Society for the Protection of the Jewish Religion. This book is a good 
guide for the Beni-[srael Mohel. 

About 25 miles from Bombay, amongst its rural districts, surrounded on three 
sides by hills clad in nature’s verdant robes of beauty, and on the fourth by an 
irregular and winding creek running inland many miles from the sea, stands a 
romantic and picturesque vilage called Tanna, now growing into quite a lirge and 
flourishing town. Here stands a small synagogue for the use of about 50 

Seni-Israclite families, mostly pensioners engaged in farming, &c. This 
gradually increasing little population of the children of Israel have now awakened 
ty the growing. need of erecting a small school building for the instruction of 
their young. For this purpose a subscriplion was started,, the amount needed 
being 1,300 rupees. One lady, Siporabai Devakara, has alone contributed the sum 
of 300 rupees, thus leaving 1000 rupees to be still collected, which, it is earnestly 
hoped, will soon be forthcoming. 

A second cricket match was played between the A. B. Jewish Cricket Club 
and the Tyebji Cricket Club. . The captain of the Jewish club winning the toss, 
elected to bat, and going in scored in all 72 runs, Mr. Sadik A. Erulkar batting in 
splendid style, and contributing 22 runs to his side. Tho Islamites going in 
scored 42 runs only, the Jews thus winning the game by 80 runs. The helding 
of the Jews was excellent, and their bowlers were very successful. We certainly 
congratulate the Jews on their success, and are glad that they are taking such a 
lively interest in athletic sports. As time rolls on, we feel sure they will obtain 
a thorough mastery over the gaine, and become proficient in the art. 


S1r,—I addressed a letter to you regirding the Bombay Israelite School on 
With May, 1803, aud you were kind enough to give insertion to the same 1 
your valuable piper.

Sach ‘similar 
contributions are made by the paople of my community towards other similar 
Institutions sxcept the Bombay Israelite Sshool Building Fund, ‘The reason 
of this drawback need not be explained now at length.. 

Iurther, I read once in your piper in the veroatim report of the meeting 
you published cf the Anglo-Jewish Association, “thit it was not found possible 
to associate any man wita Mr, Peesident ; leaving this point to be discussed at 
some future opportunity, Lonly quote what one European reverend gentleman 
says about one Beni-Israelite. : 

“Mr, Joseph Ezekiel, a gentleman who is generally recognised as the head of 
the Beni-Israelite community, is a Fellow of the Bombiy University, and one of 
its Hebrew Examiners, and also a Justice of the Peace.’ IL do not understand 
why even such an important man should, and could not be considered worthy to 
be associated with the President, who is given the fourfold posts, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he is educated up to the fifth standard only. 

Again, I do not understand why the President of the school has been given 
fourfold posts, and trusted to such a great extent, and can be suid to represent 
the whole Beni-Israelite community, when his invitation as well as a!l his com- 
munal rights have been stopped by our community, and when he is prohibited 
from making any Berakhota on the Scroll in any synagogue or prayer hall, 

The President when in Poona caused many dissensions in our community, 
and did the same when he came to Bombay. Sach a spirit as that of causing 
dissensions is inherent in him, and it cannot be said to incline the minds of men

DOTTED WORDS IN THE BIBLE. 


— 


Readers of the Hebrew text of the Bible will be familiar with the fact that 

there occasionally occur words, every letter of which hasa dot above it, or 

sometimes only a portion of the letters constituting the whole word. Curious 

and varied are the reasons assigned for this feature. Midrash Rabba 

(Numbers chap, ii.) informs us that these points were added by Ezra, the Scribe, 

when in doubt concerning the accuracy of the text: “If Elijah will come and 

ask me why I have written such and such a word, I shall say that I have dotted 
it. If he will ask me why I have dottedsuch and such a word (seeing it is 
correct), [-shall rub out the dots.’ Another opinion maintained that they 
existed in the original text, and indicated some point of Halacha. In the 
account of Esau’s meeting with Jacob (Gen. xxxiti., 4), we are told that he fell 
on his neck and kissed him, and the words “and kissed him” are marked with 
these mysterious dots. ‘These dots, we are told, were intended to represent the 
marks of Esau's teeth, and to denote that Esau in pretending to kiss Jacob, 
really bit him. (Smyth's Old Document and the New Bible). 

It seems most rational to assume that these points owe their origin to the 
schools of the Massoretes, who stereotyped the text of the Bible, and that they 
served some critical purpose of these scholars. What these purposes may have 
been, we cannot be quite certiin, A suggestion in one particular instance, »

pregnant with truth that no apology is required for its introduction. In Num- 
bers xxi, 39, we read: ‘“ We have shot at them, Heshbon is perished even unto 
Dibon, and we have laid them waste even unto Nophah, which reacheth unto 
Medeba.”

Samaritan Pentateuch and the Septuagint evidently read the word as U’S, and

UN was lust, and some identified 1t with “ fire,” as we have seen. Ezra the 
Scribe, or as others would say, the Massoretes, in revising the text cleared up 
the doubt by adding the letter “ Resh,” and to indicate that it was not originally 
in the text, it was aotted. We know that the Massoretes were most scrupulous 
in their treatment of the sacred text, and this dotting may have been but one 
of the methods by which they indicated the hand of the reviser,

— Although a great boon has been conferred upon the English-speaking public 
by the publication of a translation into English of Dr. Graetz’s “ History of the 
Jews” by Miss B. Lowy, it is surprising to find an absence of any reference 
therein to the Beni-Israelites, despite the revision by its revered and lamented 
author. 

Lecturing on Jews is uncommon in India. Yet at the last monthly meeting 
of the Bombay Anthropological Society, Dr. Waters read a paper on the Jews, 
eulogising them on their standard of morality, integrity and honesty. : |

One lady, Siporabai Devakara, has alone contributed the sum 
of 300 rupees, thus leaving 1000 rupees to be still collected, which, it is earnestly 
hoped, will soon be forthcoming. | |

NOTES FROM BOMBAY. | 


DOTTED WORDS IN THE BIBLE. 


— 
— 


Readers of the Hebrew text ofthe Bible will be familiar with the fact that 
there occasionally occur words, every letter of which has a dot above it, or 
sometimes only a portion of the letters constituting the whole word, Curious 
and varied are the reasons assigned for this feature. Midrash Rabba 
(Numbers chap. ii.) informs us that these points were added by Ezra, the Scribe, 
when in doubt concerning the accuracy of the text: “If Elijah will come and 
ask me why I have written such and such a word, I shall say that I have dotted 


it. If he will ask me why I have dotted such and such a word (seeing it is 


correct), I shall rub out the dots.’ Another opinion maintained that they 
existed in the original text, and indicated some point of Halacha. In the 
account of Esau’s meeting with Jacob (Gen, xxxiil, 4), we are told that he fell 


on his neck and kissed him, and the words “and kissed him” are marked with 
these mysterious dots. 'These dots, we are told, were intended to represent the 


marks of Esau’s teeth, and to denote that Esau in pretending to kiss Jacob, 


really bit him. (Smyth's Old Document and the New Bible). 

It seems most rational to assume that these points owe their origin to the 
schools of the Massoretes, who stereotyped the text of the Bible, and that they 
served some critical purpose of these scholars, What these purposes may have 
been, we cannot be quite certun. A suggestion in one particular instance, 
the substances of which appeared some time ago in the “ Keneseth Israel,” seems so 
pregnant with truth that no apology is required for its introduction, In Num- 
bers xxi, 30, we read: ‘“ We have shot at them, Heshbon is perished even unto 
Dibon, and we have laid them waste even unto Nophah, which reacheth unto 
Medeba.” N37") WoW. The letter resh of U'S is dotted. Both the 
Samaritan Pentateuch and the Septuagint evidently read the word as vs, and 
render it fire,”’ The Talmud in a fanciful but didactic interpretation of the 
verse treats the word as if written without a Resh, and also renders it * fire.”

And it miy be tor the sims reason that the 
whole verse is somewhat unintelligible ; it may contain some dialectic idioms 
Which are not yet‘cleared up, In course of time the significance of this word 
U’N was lost, and some identilied it with “ fire,’ as we have seen. Ezra the 
Scribe, or as others would say, the Massoretes, in revising the text cleared up 


in the text, it was aotted, We know that the Massoretes were most scrupulous 
in their treatment of the sacred text, and this dotting may have been but one 
of the methods by which they indicated the hand of the reviser.

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FOREIGN A COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


Some time ago Bro, the Rev. I. M. Goldreich, Minister of the Ballarat 
Hebrew Congregation, was presented with a magnificent set of Grand Chaplain’s 
regalia in token of the high esteem in which he is held by his brethren of the 
Craft. The Worshipful Master made the presentation, and was followed by all the 
Past Masters and other leading members, as well as by several visiting digni- 
taries, all of whom spoke in the kindest terms of Mr. Goldreich. The case con- 
taining the costly and beautiful presentation is embellished with a handsome 
plate bearing an appropriate inscription. 


The fifth Annual Report of the Melbourne Jewish Aid Society pays a 
fitting tribute to the late Mr. David Benjamin, who had given £500 to form the 
Esther Benjamin Loan Fund, which enabled the Society to greatly increase its 
power and largely assists it in its good work, During the year under review in 
the report, loans to the aggregate amount of £137 were granted to 82 individuals, 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Dr. Sigmund Elkan, Chief Doctor of the Reserves, has died at [ger in 
Bohemia, at the early age of 30. He was a member of the medical staff of the 
General Hospital in Vienna, and lost his life through infection caught from one 
cof bis patients, Dr. Elkan was also active as author and publicist, and in con- 
junction with a colleague in Vienna he edited a periodical entitled “ Selbst 
Emancipation,” which promotes in Austria the movement for the Colonisation 
of Palestine, 

FRANCE, 

M. Edouard Millaud, Senator, and Ex-Minister of Public Works, has been 
appointed by the President of the Republic Vice-President of the Superior 
Statistical Council, 


GERMANY. 


The death is reported from: Berlin of the well-known author, Emil Cobn- 
feld, better known under his pseudonyms of Signor Domino and Michel Folden. 
His best works are: ‘“Geheimnisse der Falschspieler,”’ ‘Circus und die 
Circuswelt,”’ Wandernde Kiinstler,”” besides many romances and humorous 
sketches. Herr Cohnfeld also edited a new collected issue of Borne’s works. 
The deceased was 5b years of age. 

| JAPAN, 

Through the generosity of Messrs. Lessner and Ginsburg, a Jewish cemetery 
has been dedicated in Nagasaki. A photograph sent to the Chief Rabbi bears 
out the statement published in the Avbé Chronicle (Japan) that the Burial 
ground is tastefully laid out and carefully kept. There is only a small Jewish 
community at Nagasaki, bui the nucleus of a Communal organisation which 
exists there ought to attract many more of our enterprising brethren. 


PALESTINE. 


The Austrian Government has appointed a Jew to be Director of its Pos 
Office at Jaffa, | 


RUSSIA. 


The Jews in Russia have lost a distinguished Hebrew scholar and one of 
their foremost rabbinical authorities by the death of Rabbi Naphtali Zevi 
Berlin, Principal of the great Yeshiba at Wolozin, which was closed by order 
of the Government about two years ago. Subsequently to this occurrence 
Rabbi Berlin travelled through Western Europe, with the object of obtaining 
funds for the extension of the Yeshiba asa secular as well as a theological 
college, but the Government has not sanctioned the alteration. The closing of 
the College considerably affected the health of Rabbi Berlin, who settled 
in Warsaw, where he died. The deceased, who was 77 years old, was a 
descendant of Rabbi Elchanan Baal Hathosfoth. In 1447 he was appointed 
teacher of the Talmud at the Wolozin Yeshibah, and seven years later he 
became its Principal. Rabbi Berlin was author of several theological works, 
including ‘“ Haamek Scheelah,” on the Sheoltoth, ‘‘ Haamek dabar V’hareheb,”’ 
on the Bible; “ Metib Shir,’ on the Song of Songs; and “Imré Shefer”’ on the 


Hagadah. A collection of Mi?'is in the press at Warsaw. The deceased has - 


also left a lengthy commentary on the Siphré and various annotations on the 
‘Talmud. ‘The news of his. decease caused the utmost grief in Warsaw. 
Without any preconcerted arrangement every shop in Warsaw belonging to 
Jews was closed on the day of the funeral, and 40,000 persons followed the 
remains to the cemetery, | 

Three Jewish soldiers in garrison at Biala have written a Sepher Torah, 


g0 as to facilitate the holding of regular religious services by themselves and 
Jewish comrades, 


SERVIA. 
_ In view of incidents that have occurred in the parliaments of more cultured 
European States, it is interesting to learn that the first attempt made by a 
member of the Servian Skuptschina to use an argument which savoured of anti- 
-Semitism has been met by an energetic protest from the entire Chamber. In 
the course of a recent debate M, Dimovic complained that the proprietors of 
a certain factory were exempt from paying duty on the import of raw materials 
and he introduced the gratuitous remark that these proprietors were Jews. 
This shot altogether missed its aim for it called forth from every bench 
unmistakeable expressions of disapproval. Dr. Milenko Besnic, Professor of 
Popular Rights at the Academy of Belgrade, particularly distinguished himself 
by his denunciation of the ‘ unworthy tactics’ of Deputy Dimovic. Ministers, 
Radicals and Liberals followed suit, but most remarkable of all was the action 
of the Vice-President, M. Katic, who presided that day. He temporarily vacated 
the chair in favour of the second Vice-President in order that he too might join 

from his seat in the general chorus of protest. 


UNITED STATES. 
In Frank Leslie's Weekly an interesting account is given of one of the most 


important public personages in New York, Mr. Theodore Walter Myers, the 
Comptroller of the :— 


_ ‘In Iss? Mayor Hewett appointed him a member of the Board of Park 
Commissioners, and in the fall of the same year he became the nominee of the 
Democratic party for the office of Comptroller, to which position he was 
elected, running ahead of his ticket and receiving a plurality of about 45.009 
votes, His renomination at the end of his term of office in 1890, and the in- 
dorsement of his nomination by all parties, was evidence of the esteem in which 
Comptroller Myers was held, and the trust reposed in him by the citizens of 
New York. ‘This was emphasised at the polls, where, out of a total of 213.199 
votes, he received 207,011, As Comptroller Mr. Myers is an ev-oficio member of 
the most important municipal boards and commissions, and there, as in his chief 
office, his sound business methods, his industry, and his thorough knowledge of 
affairs, even unto the smallest detail, have attracted attention and commanded 
admiration, No man occupies a higher place in the confidence of the citizens 
rrespective of party, creed, or nationality; no man has ever presided over 


and directed the financial department of the great city with more success than 
Theodore Walter Myers.” | | 


A notable Chazan passed away a fortnight ago at Saratoga Springs in the 
person of the Rey. Jacob Kantrowitz, of the Congregation Kehillath Jeshurun, 
in New York, Descended from an old family of Chazanim, Mr, Kantrowitz 


| enterec upon his vocation when but eight years of age, and as the “boy 


| 


chazin”’ with sixteen of the immediate members of his family as Meshorerim 
(choristers) he created a furore, his travels through Poland and Germany being 
one continuous ovation. Devoting himself to the study of music, and becoming 
more familiar with its higher branches, Mr. Kantrowitz and his family, under 
the designation of “ the ussian Singers,” made a concert tour on the continent, 
and appeared by special invitation before the Courts of Holland and Belgium. 
After a series of concerts in England, Mr. Kantrowitz was elected Chazin of 
the Manchester Hebrew Congregation, and held the office for a number of 


years. On his resignation, he went to America, where after a brief mercantile | 


career he resumed the vocation of a Chazan. In New York he laboured 
long and earnestly, devoting his energies in the direction where he could effect 
the most good. | | 

The death is also recorded of another prominent Jew in the United States, 
Mr. Samuel Stein, President of the Baltimore Hebrew es phy vegan Mr, 
Stein was a native of Bavaria, and came to America as a child. On reaching 
manhood, he entered into the clothing business, in which he was very success- 
ful. But developing a talent for finance, Mr, Stein, in company with his 
brother, Mr. Meyer Stein, founded in 1868 the banking house of Stein Brothers, 
which has a high reputation in Baltimore, and has connections in numerous 
European cities. Mr. Stein was one of the oldest members of the Baltimore 
Stock Exchange, which adjourned out of respect to his memory on receipt of 
the news of his death. 


The Library of the Hebrew Union College is the largest and richest in the 
United States in Hebraica, Rabbinica, Orientalia, Greek, Latin, and Modern 
Literature, History, Philosophy and kindred sciences. Within twenty years the 
Library has grown from some begged pentateuchs and old prayer books to over 
12,000 volumes, The Board and Governors have recently been obliged to con- 
siderably enlarge the building.

BUCKETS FROM THE WELL, . 
Set down the bucket and draw a single 
bucket-full of water from your well’ 
By looking at and tasting it you know 
the condition of all the water in thewell, 
A man doesn’t need to talk long on a 
subject in which he is interested in order 
to show you his real character. You can 
form a pretty correct opinion of him 
often in ten minutes, On the same 
principle you are frequently able, from 
the occurrences of an hour, to judge of 
the history of years. Thisis Nature's 
way of teaching large truths by samples. 

For instance, here are two or three 
short sentences taken from a letter, 
which in all does not comprise more than 
a hundred words ; yet they point out 
what went on during twelve years of the 
writer's life.
